A SANE MEXICAN JOURNAL. 


Not all the Mexican papers are 
without reasonableness, it would ap­ 
pear, judging from extracts that have 
been quoted from one Mexican City 
publication. 
This paper sets about 
to survey the situation brought on by 
the entry of American troops into 
Mexican territory and takes the trou­ 
ble to consider the matter from the 
American angle to the extent that it 
enumerates the possible courses of 
action which the United States might 
be expected to adopt.

Coming Out of the Mud 


Brazos county is gong to build 
good roads. 
It is written in the signs of the 
times. 
It is set down in the book of 
progress. 
It must be so, and there­ 
fore it will be so. 
When a majority 
of the citizens of Brazos county get 
enthusiastically in favor of any good 
thing that thing is bound to come. 
And it must not be forgotten 
that the m essage of election of 
August 
19 is that a minority of 
the voters oi 
Brazos county is 
keeping good roads from all the 
people. 
Five hundred and eighty- 
eight men have said that more 
than nine hundred other men shall 
not have highways open to travel 
all the year round. 
That condi­ 
tion cannot continue to exist. Pub­ 
lic opinion is tor good roads, and 
public opinion will rule. 
Misinformation and cross-purposes 
are responsible for most of the op­ 
position manifested in Tuesday’s elec­ 
tion. 
The former must be removed 
and the latter remedied. 
When the 
people know where their own best in­ 
terests lie they act in the light of 
that knowledge. 
The spirit of the supporters of 
good roads is one of redoubled de­ 
termination to take Brazos coun­ 
ty out of the mud. 
lf they can­ 
not take the whole county out at 
one time they can drop those com­ 
munities most in love with mud 
arid put good roads where good 
roads are wanted. 
A study of 
the results of Tuesday’s ballot­ 
ing reveals this fact.

cert band. 
Chairman 
Wallace absolutely neg­ 
lected his business in order to put the 
election over. 
He went in season and 
out of season at all hours to all parts 
of the county, and used his influence 
and voice wherever it was possible 
for him to give a helping word or act 
for the cause of good roads. 
Mr. Fanklin came to us from Dallas 
with the recommendation that he was 
an eight cylinder, self starting, high 
powered good roads man. He lived up 
to his reputation in every particular. 
W hen he came he told the merchants 
of Bryan exactly what they were up 
against, and his words were true. 
He made some of the most telling 
addresses in the interest of the bond 
issue that have been heard in the 
county on the subject of good road 
and their essentiality in the progres- 
sive life of a community. 
He put in 
his time with all the zeal and en 
th us i asm in him, and no man associat­ 
ed with him in the campaign has a 
word of criticism for him.

A ustin, A ugust 26.—The fixing of 
a .standard loaf of bread for T exas 
was to be considered a t a m eeting of 
Texas bakers w ith Com m issioner of 
W eights and' M easures F. C. W einert 
here today. 
U nder the new w eights and m eas­ 
ures law fixed standards m ust con­ 
tain specific w eights of commodities. 
For Instance, a barrel of flour is 200 
pounds. After the standard loaf has 
been decided upon, ull loaves of bread 
under the law, m ust weigh the sam e 
and m ust bear a label -stating their 
w eight. 
The size of this loaf was to be de­ 
term ined today und the com m issioner 
predicted the bakers would agree up­ 
on a pound loaf. 
In case a pound loaf 
is selected as Hie standard, half loaves 
of one-half pound, and two loaves in 
one, w eighing two pounds wilt be p er­ 
m issible, he says. 
But the selling 
of fourteen and fifteeen ounces to 
the leaf, will Im* unlawful. 
The com m issioner says th a t a num ­ 
ber of loading bakers have inform* d 
liin^ that 
the standardizing of the 
loaf Is agreeable to them .

NO! EQUAL TO TUSK 


Problem Facing Spin­ 
ner as Well as Grow­ 
er of Staple in South- 
Picking Mechanism is 
Apparently Only So­ 
lution to Situation Re­ 
sulting From Short­ 
age of labor. 


New Orleans, August 25.— Unless 
the army of cotton pickers in the 
American cotton belt can yearly add 
to its numbers an average of ninety 
thousand recruits, spinners and manu­ 
facturers of cotton may some day face 
a serious crisis, and it will be no 
easy matter to add such a number to 
the cotton picking forces of this coun­ 
try. 
When it is recalled that the 
American picking season lasts only 
from ninety to one hundred days and 
that the average daily wotlc of a 
grown-up picker— man or woman—is 
thirty-three pounds of lint cotton, it 
will be seen that it requires the 
continuous labor for one hundred days 
of 2,100,000 workers to pick a four­ 
teen-million bale crop. 
This is one 
of the problems which will have con­ 
sideration at the World Cotton Con­ 
ference. 
Not a few students of the 
raw cotton situation believe that the 
available supply of cotton pickers 
will not keep up with the growing 
need? of the world’s spindles, because 
on the one hand the cotton factories 
and other industries of the south 
have attracted large numbers of la­ 
borers from the cotton plantations, 
while on the other hand, European 
immigrants have usually gone to oth­ 
er parts of the country, avoiding the 
cotton belt alm ost altogether. 
Nor 
is the outlook brighter when viewed 
from another angle— that of distribu­ 
tion of population. 
Seventy years ago, 
the 
southern 
states had nearly forty per cent of 
our total population. 
In 1910, they 
had only thirty-two per cent, while 
that great cotton growing section, the 
South Atlantic states, had upward? 
of twenty per cent of the total pop­ 
ulation in 1850, and only a little 
more than thirteen per cent in 1910. 
Can this wonderful industrial age dis­ 
cover, invent or perfect a picking 
mechanism with a power of selection 
more human than has yet been fore­ 
shadowed? 
On a practical answer to 
this may depend 
American’s 
con­ 
tinued supremacy as a producer of 
cotton, or perhaps the well-being of 
the entire industry over a long period 
of years. 
It is, therefore, natural 
that this phase of the cotton indus­ 
try is to be given serious considera­ 
tion at the conference, to be held at 
New Orleans in October. 
Those par­ 
ticipating in the conference cannot 
help but regard with foreboding the 
providing of an ample future supply 
of raw cotton of the .right quality. 
Many of them frankly fear a cotton 
famine in the not distant future. 
Indeed, it was this very present 
threat of a possible cotton fam ine that 
years ago impelled the British gov­ 
ernment to the spending of millions of 
dollars on railroad construction in the 
heart of Africa. 
The same urge has 
drawn further millions out of the sav­ 
ings of the factory operators in Lan­ 
cashire for investment in new cotton 
growing undertakings under the au­ 
spices of the British Cotton Growing 
association in those parts of the world 
where cotton growing can be success­ 
fully carried on. 
Before the world 
war, the same impulse sent funds from 
France, Italy, Spain, Portugal and 
Belgium to the development of cotton 
cultivation in such of their colonies 
as possessed soil and climate and la­ 
bor available for the purpose.

lution by the Commercial club at its 
meeting this morning authorizing and 
directing the club’s highway commit­ 
tee to go to the county authorities and 
request that statem ents of expendi­ 
tures by the county administration be 
published. 
It was asserted by members of the 
club that this practice was required by 
law, and that the custom of not pub­ 
lishing financial statements at regu­ 
lar intervals had aroused distrust In 
the outlying districts. 
This distrust 
is said to have been responsible large­ 
ly for the defeat of the million and 
a half bond issue. 


Members of the club declared 
their entire confidence in the hon­ 
esty and good intentions of the 
county officials, 
and the motion 
made and carried with reference 
to the matter was in no sense an 
attempt 
to 
make 
accusations 
against anyone, but simply, as 
put by one member, 
to 
obtain 
compliance with the law and that 
all the people may know how road 
and other moneys are expended. 


It is understood that the highway 
committee will take up the matter 
at once. This committee made its re­ 
port and gave a statement of ex­ 
panses incidental to the county cam­ 
paign for good roads.
